of Merchants trading to thcHa^f/«/•//«: It 
haiipcned that I was transferred from my 
Charge aboard the Sliippe, to rcfitle in their 
primeI’afloriein Cui,unt^ inaplacecallcd 
Siimt, with thePrelidcntoucrtlieiralfaircj 
in that place h\’.Tl)Mw Kerrid^c-^ where ac¬ 
cording to the biific obferuance of fraiiai- 
lerspnijuiring what noueltic the place might 
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produce, a people prcfentcd themfeluesto 
iiiine eycsjcloathed in liiinen garments,fonie* 
what low defeending, of a geltureand garbe 
as I may fay, maidenly and well nigh effemi¬ 
nate j of a countenance fliy andfomewhat 
eftranged: yet fmiling out a glofed and bafli- 
full familiarity, whole vfe in the Companies 
afaircs occalioned theirprcfcncc there. 
Truth to fay,mine eyes vnacquainted with 
(uch obieds, tookc vp their wonder and ga- 
zed j and this admiration the badge of a fredi 
frauailer, bred in mee the importunity of a 
Queftioner: I asked what manner of people 
thofcwcre,foarangely notable, and notably 
ftrangc ? Reply was made,they were BimnSf 
a people forraigne to the knowledge of the 
Chriftianworld; their Religion,Rites, and 
Cullomes,fparing!y treatedof by any, and 
they no Icflc referued in the publication of

The Prelidcnt, M'. flms Kerri^gn, ^ was 
vrgent with me, to redeeme their omillions, 
andtofecif Icouldworkefomtwhatout oi 
thisforfakcnSubic^l. The truth was, I was 
willingtocarnefthisloueto mee by this in- 
iumaion, who to giuc this vndertaking the 
better promotion, interclled himfelfc in the 
workc,by mediating my acquaintance with 
the /iy 4 » 4 »«,whofc eminence of place, was 
anattraaiueto draw on this difeouery and 
raanifeftation. 

I that thought my obferuance would bee 
well tookc, if 1 could prefent my Countrey- 
men with any thing ntw from thefe forraigne 
parts, begun my workc, aud elfaycd to fetch 
materials for the fame out of their Manu-

RELIGION. 


Of Gof tkCmtionoJik mlf tht 
creation oftk frjf. Man and Woman^ and 
theft'oi^^onyf'om tlmiefccndin^, Oi 'nk 
kythehmmsdelmrcd, 

HE great God (fay the 

rffk thought himfclfe how 

[f^W- ccllency and power ma- 
nifeft to others; for his 
gi'cat vertue had bcene 
obicured and hid,if it had not bccnc comnaii- 
nicated to his creatures.What mcancs might 
rlipn h('(* hpffpr to L'iuc euidencc of both 
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thcfcjthcn the creation of a world, and crea¬ 
tures therein? 

For this caufe the Almighty confulted 
with himlelfc,about the making of this great 
worke, which men call the World orVni- 
uerfe,andas the Ancients (fay they) hauc dc- 
liiicredj the Lord made fbure Elements as 
theground-workc of this mighty frame; to 
wit, Earth, Aire, Fire, and Water, which 
fourc Elements were at firft all mingled to¬ 
gether ina conf^afionjbut the Almighty fepa- 
rated them in manner following.^ 

Firft, it isdeliucred, that by fome great 
Caneor like inftrument, hee blew vpon the 
Waters,which arofc into a bubble,of a round 
forme like an egge, which fpreading itfelfe j 
further and further, made the Firmament fo 
cleareand tranfparent, which nowcompafi 
feth the world aoour. 

After this, there remaining the Earth, as 
thefedimentof the Waters,andfomcliquid 
fubftanee with the fame; the Lord made of 
both thefc together,a thing round likcaball, 
which hee called the lower world, the more 
folid part whereof became the Earth, the 
more liquid the Seas j both which making 
one Globe, he by a great noyfe or humming 
found,placed theminthemiddeftof the Fir¬ 
mament, which became sequi-diftant from it 
on cilery fide. 

Then he created a Sunne and Moonc in the 

Fir- 
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Firmament, to diftinguifti the times and lea- 
fons: and thus thefc fourc Elements that 
were at firft mixttogether, became feparate 
and afllgned to their feucrall placcs;thc Aire 
to his place, the Earth to his, the Water to 
bis placc,.ind the Fire to his place. 

Thefc Elements thus difpofed, each of 
themdifeharged his feucrall parts j the Aire 
filled vp whatfoeucr wasemptiej the Fire 
began to nourilli with his hcatc; the Earth 
brought forth his lining creatures; and the 
Sea his. And the Lordconucy ed to thefc a 
ferainall vertue, that they might bee fruitfull 
in their feucrall operations, and thus the 
great world was created, 

This World, as it had his beginning from 
fourc Elements, fo it was racafured by fourc 
niainc points of the Compaffc; Enjl, m/l, 
NmfjyUnd South 3 aiid was to be continued for 
foure Ages; and to be peopled by fourc Cuft 
or forts of men,which were maried to foure 
Women appointed for them, of which wee 
(ball fpcake as order may giue occafion. 

God hauing thus made the world, and the 
creatures thereto belonging; then God crea¬ 
ted Man, as a creature more worthy then the 
reft, 8 ,: one that might be moft capable of the 
workes of God. The earth then did at Gods 
voyce and command, render this creature 
from his bowels,liis head firft appearing, and 
after that his body, with all the parts and 

mem- 
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lucinbcrs of tlK'fame, into whom God co^ 

ucyc d 1 i IC5 which iis foone <is he had rccducd^ 
witncllalitfelfc: for,colour began to fliew 
iffcifcrcdinhislippcs, his eye liddes began 
todifclofethc two lights of Nature,the parts 
of his body bewrayed their motion, and his 
vndcritaiiding being informed, hee acknow- 
li'dged his Makcr,and gaue him worihip. 

That this creature might not bee alone, 
who was made by nature fociablc; God fe- 
conded him with a Companion, whkhwas 
Woman; to whom not fo much the outward 
(liape, as the likenefle of the minde and dif- 
polition feemed agreeing: and the firft mans 
name was Pmtits, and the womans name vvas 
Urmtety and they liued conioyned together 
as Man and Wife, feeding on the fruitesof 
the earth, without the deftruaion of any 
jliuiiig creature. 

Thefc two lining in this coniunaion, had 
fourefonnes; the firft .was called irmmo% 
tIiefcc()ndC»/ref;, the third the 

(ourth Wyf(> '1 hefe fourc brethren were of 
Natures diftina each from the other; the 
fourc Elements claiming in each of them a 
different predominance: For Bumrnen was of 
an earthly conftitution, and therefore Me- 
'lancholly;and Cutteryvnsoi a fiery confti- 
tucion, and therefore of a Martial! fpirit. 
slrnuh^m'i of a flegmaticke conftitution, 
and therefore of a peaceable orconuerfable 

difpo- 




difpofition; »'^fe was of an aycry temper, 
and therefore full of contriiieinents and in- 
uentions. 

And bccaufc Brmmn was of a mclanchol- 
ly conftitution, and ingenious 5 God indued 
him with knowledge, and appointed him to 
impart his Precepts and Lawes vnto the peo¬ 
ple j his graue and ferious looke, beft fitting 
himforruchapurpofe: for which caiifchee 
gauchimaBookc, containing the forme of 
diuinc Worfliippc and Religion. 

And becaufc Cutterj was of a Martiall 
temper, God gaue him power to fway king- 
domes with the Scepter,and to bring men in* 
to order, that the Weale-publickc might | 
thriue by vnitedindeauours for the common 
good :asan Emblcincof which the Almigh¬ 
ty put a fword into liis hand, the inftrument 
of vieftory and domination. 

And becaufe skikrj was of a nature 
mild and conuerfcablcyt was thought mcete, 
thathefliouldbcca Merchant, toinriclithc 
Common-wealth by Traffickc, that fo cuctiy 
place might abound with all things, by the 
vfc^of IliippingandNauigation: asanioni- 
tour to put him in inindc of which couife of 
life, he had apairc of Ballanccs put into his 
hand,andabaggeof waights hung at his gir* 
die, inftruments mod accoinmadate to his 
profclTion. 

Laftly,bccaufc Wjfn was of an Aycry tem- 
C per, 
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per, \vl)o(c‘ ccncciptsvfetobccmorcfubtlc 
and apprt'hcnliiic, he was indued with adriii- 
r.il)!c iiuiciirions, and was able by hisfirft 
ih()iip,litjS, to fornieony thing that belonged 
to the Mcchanicke or handy- crafts man: For 
whichpurpofchcchad abaggeof toolcs or 
iiidrumcnts, confiftingof luch variety, as 
wcrcnecedary toeffeduate the workesof 
liis lar.cy or conceipt,

Asfoonc as that glorious light ofheauen 
hail dilcoiicred his fplendor from the toppes 
of the Mountaincs,he tookc his iourncy that 
way (for the Haft being the moft noble part 
of the world, it was likely that had the pre-

S HE third Somt Shudderji ^ which 
was the Merchant man,according to 
his time and age, was fent to the 
Ntrih, who taking his ballanceand waights

fed on fome part of liis way,(as bufie Nature 
louesto be in imployment) heedefiredhee 
might mcete with fome affaire or bufineffcj 
fuiting with his traffik ing difpofition.

So 
both departed,fhe indifdaine, he in fadncfTc 
and forrow, forfuch difmiffion: giuinghim 
onely this as a doubtfull comfort at their par¬ 
ting, that if flic found her fclfe inclined to 
his focicty,flie knew where to findc him,and 
to manifeft to him fuch alteration, 

Vponthis hauingleft the place that con¬ 
tained his blifle, with oppreffed thoughts, 
he W'as no fooner got into a priuate place that 
might feemc as couiifell keeper tohispafli- 
onj, but hce humbled himfelfe vnder the 
grecne trees,and faid; Oh thou to whom be. 
longs the acknowledgement of my being, 1 
hauebythy guidance forfaken the focietyof 
my parents,whom I know not whether I Inall 
eucr behold againe, as alfo the fellowfhip of 
my brethren;! haue coped with as many haz- 
5 >irds as can make trauailc bitter and dif 
comfortable,! haue left company to come in¬ 
to folitude; nay, which is worfe, to behold 
one that might giuc methe wifhed comforts 
offocicry,byhcrrcfufallto adde degrees to 
ray forrow .Oh makenot voide the end of ray 
being! giue not fuch an cuill recompence to 
myaduentures, bury not all thefe qualities 
thou haft put in thisHffence, by this onedifa- 
fter: witnefTeohyouheauens, vnder whofe 
azuredroofelnowam, the forrow! fuffer, 
and witnelTe oh ye greenc trees, that if you 
werefenfibleof my complaint, would fpend 

your- 
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your iclucs ill gummy tcarcs, what Agony 
pcrplcxcth mtc. And if the Maker of crea¬ 
tures oucrlookc his workes, let him now ap- 
pcarc and rcdrclTc the miferies of his Ser- 
uaiit. 

With that a ftill and quiet Ayre breathed 
throughdielcaucsofthc trees, andavqyce 
ilfued thereupon, and faid, What required 
thou oh thou fon of Pmeia t And Wjife made 
anfwcr, that he onely dcfired that the woman 
with whom he had met, might affoordhim 
the comforts of fociety in the copulations of 
Marriagejwhich requed was granted on thefc 
iniunftions, that he fliouldcredPagodsfor 
Gods worfhippe, and adore Images vildcr 
greenc trees, becaufe God hadvnder them 
manifeded himfelfc hv vifion to him. 

So J(m 0 gtt»clAfjf (for fo was the woman 
called)feeling the motions ofaffeftion to re*- 
neweinher, at the next meeting gauefuen 
exprclTiGnsoflouetotrj/e, as fully accom- 
pliflicd his demaund: So conuerfing tojgo- 
th('r,they made good the nuptial! ends, in a 
fvuitfull generation. So the South as the

ligion^not rending Gods worfliip into parts* 
with the Fa6fions of vnfctled opinions^ as al- 
fo not willing to lofcfo great a ioy as his cies 
fliould conuey vnto Idm inthefightof his 
parents and his Brethren, to tlicTbrmerof 

which Religion had enioyned him, tothc lat¬ 
ter all exprclTions ofa Brothers lone. 

esinerf alfo the next that had accoraplifht 
the end of his trauaile,bcgan to long after the 
fiolit of the place that brought him forth, 
that he might there to his Father, Mother, i

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and Brethren, flicw the bleiringsofGod,in 
liis wife and Progeny, and aerjuaint them 
with the ftory ofhis Occurcncics,and leauea 
race of Soukiicrs there ^Ifo in his poller ity,^ 
ibHddirj turned alfo by the fame inclinati¬ 
on,had his delires bent to his birth-place, be- 
ingbiggewiththcemincncyof bis acciden¬ 
tal! ioi tunes,which had loft their greatnefle, 
if his Parents and Brethren had loft the 
knowleilge of them,to feede which humour, 
as accompanied with other reli)cds, former¬ 
ly mentioned, drew him to giue his appea¬ 
rance amongft the reft. 

'Laftly, W)/e to communicate his Arts, 
whofeaduenturoustrauaile was no Iclfe me¬ 
morable then the rcft,tranfporting his fonnes 
and daughters ouer the feucrall Seas, left 
theminfcucrall places, and repaired to his 
birth-place, to pay hfk duty to his Parents, 
and his loue to his Brethren. 

‘ It fo happened that God that would not 
croffcany part oftheir intentions with euill 
11'ucceffe, did refetue them to tindc the happi- 
neftl' ot their meetings in their feucrall 
turnesantl fucceirions,as their works were in 
order accompliihed, their feuerall arriuals 
being congratulated with Feaftings and Tri- 
ump!!cs,mccte welcome for fucliGuefts. It 
was not to be doubted hut Pmeut and Par- 
r«/rfc,gi ew young ngaine, ’ hairing fuch a fea- 
fon of happinelle referued to iinile vpon 
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them towards the Sunfetof their A ge, fuch i 
as were able to make their form lied pow¬ 
ers, fpent with yeercs to renew their vigour; 
Eucry one of them when their ioy grew dale, 
giuiiig a frelh rcnewaiice of gladiiclTe, to 
their Vrents, by their fuccclfiue arriuall. 
Neither could it bee imagined but that the 
Brethren accounted that the blelTed time that 
loft all remembrance of trouble, which wee 
thinkc too importunate a difturher of our 
ioyes. 

But ioy is neuer of long lading, but after 
the pallagc of littlctimc hath his abatement: 
this the Brethren being fcnfiblc of, laid afidc 
the thoughts of their Trauailcs, and therc- 
mcmbrancc oftheir late comforts,and as men 
newly tranfplantcdto bring forth the ffuites 
of theirbeing in that place, begetting new 
generations there, that the world might bee 
comjileately populous, and infti ufted in their 
feucrall qualities - by in matters of 

Religion ; by cmti) in matters of Rule apd 
Domination ;by shdhj ip matters of Traf 
fteke and Mcrchancliiing; and by Wjje in the 
inuentionof the handycraftsj of which foure 
Cads the worfd confiftcd, euery one of them 
lining in his feucrall qualitic, keeping his 
Tribe free from coiifr.fi >11 or enrerfeering, 
'luidthus the world became peopled. 

But multitude and concourfethatvfeth to 
be the nurfc of mifehiefe- for where there

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toWbVM euils^nd 
prolperity, that makes vs forgetfullof.our 
(clues 5 and length of time, that renders to vs 
the worft at our latter endings jbegan tocoii- 
found all goodneffe, and turneeuery thing 
outof order, forgrewneglcame 
of his piety 5 and C««ery grew cruell and 
fullofvlurpation; m\ shudderj grewde- ^ 
ceiptfull in the vvaights and ballances, and 
pradifed cofenage amongft his brethren j and 
(I'/; loft bis confcicnce in his dealings, and 
became a fpend-thrift,making the profits that 
came by his-inuentions, but the furtherers of 
ryot and txceffe j andas they were thus cuill 
in themfelucs,fothey were cuill one towards 
another. For ftomacked Cutterjts 
gteatnefle j andC«/W) forgat to giue drm^ 
mm the prchcmincnce of his birth,, and as if 
his might hadbeene fufficient togiuehim 
the right of Priority, placing all excellency 
in Rule and Aufhorky) condemned theftill 
and folitary fpirit of his brother,as vnwortby 
ofrcfpea and eminence-, yea prized his owne 
lawes and gouernment before Gods Lawes,* 
becaufe they came from Brmmm whom lice 
diftfteemed. Ontheotherfide, heepleafed 
himfclfe with the flaugbter of thofe that dif- 
()lcafcdbim, laydTaxations vpon Skddiry^ 
and drayned the profit of wj^a labours, and 
lilicagteatTidc made all runne aloi^with 
his owne Current, whilftthey requite his in? 

lurks 
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iurics in cofenage and griping vpon their bre-' 
thrcTi in fraud and circumucntion; theft? cuils 
of Example were (cedes of wiclcdncftcjtbat 
no doubt would grow in their Pofteritie. 
And this diffention among thcmfclues did 
boade a breach of that (weete harmonic that 
' concurred to the worlds firft conftitiition. 

(fj/elikewife feeing Brmnm to lofehis 
refpedfy the more to make him defpifed 
fought to bring in a new forme of Religion, 
communicated tohiminvilion, concerning 
thcworftiippc of Images, and bowing to 
Pagodsvnder greenctrees, with othernew 
ceremonies j which fince BfO»wms boolce 
containednot, tliedifputewasgreawhcther 
they fliould be teceiued as Canonicall, but 
\oon W][fts alTcueration that they were recci- 
ued from God, they were receiuedaspart of 
the CercmoniallLaw. 

Thus eucry day piefcntingnew platformes 
of wicke 4 neire,and (innes that madca novfe, 
God grew angry,and thcjicauens were cIoa» 
thed with blackncftc and terror, the Seas be¬ 
gan to fwellas if they meant to ioyne with 
thedoudes in Mans deftruaion,great noyfe 
was heard aloft,fuchas vfetli to difmay raw- 
tall wretches, and thunder and lightning fla. 
(bed from the Poles,fuch as feeiucdto threa- 
ten a finall wrackc to the Earth; but as if the 
world needed clcan(ing of his defilement,and ] 
pollution,thcrccamca Flood, that coucred 

Fj 
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all Nations in the depths. 'I Rus the Bodies 
had theif iudgcment, but the Soules were 
lodged inthcbofonic of the Almighty, and 
fo concluded the firft Age of the world, ac- 
coi'dins; to the Tradition of the Bmm.

T had now (faith the bmUh) bcenc 
^ to little end for God to difanullhis 
owne creatures, for now his wife- 
dome and power miifthaueagaine layncob. 
fciired; hut though his luftice were fo great 
that he would not It t wickednefle goe vnpu- 
nilhed, yet he tvould againe hauc a world of 
new creatures, to*whom his wifedomc,po¬ 
wer,and mercy might be declared. 

Seeing therefore the firft Age mifcairied 
by their (infulneffe, (for whole puriryGod 
had lb well prouided) the Almighty deter¬ 
mined to beginne the fecond Age by three 
petfons of greater perfeftion and excellency, 
then the other, called, Fyjlpeyf and 

Rpddery, 

•The 
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The Almighty therelbredcfcending from 
heauen vpon a great Mountainc, called Men- 
^/*r^4W,vponthetopof the fame the Lord 
pronounced his word, and faid, Rife vpfirc- 
miw, the firft of lining Creatures in the fe¬ 
cond Age,the earth then did render from her 
wombe 5 «»«)pat the voyce of God, who 
didacknowledgc aadworfltippc his Maker: 

' and by a fecond and third Command from 
the fame place, raifed yjpfj, sntl Ruddery , 
who with no Iclfe reuerchcc adored their 
Maketlikewife. 

But God that maketh nothing without Ins 
vfe or end, did not makethefeto liueidlc, 
but to be feruiceablcin the worlds reftoring; 
to the firft therefore which wisBrewiWi hce 
gaue the power to make the Creatures, be 
caufe(faythe Bitiim) as great perfonsdoc 
not their worke but by deputies, fo neither 
wasitfitGodftmuldbe feruilctothe Crea* 
turcs,but giue them their bcingby hislnftru- 
ments. To the fecond which wasf^/wyjhee 
gauc the charge to preferuc the Creatures, 
for that as it was his mercy to caufethem to 
bee’, foitwas hisprouidencctokcepcthem 
in their being. But to the third which was 
Rudderype gaue power to deftroy his Crea- ] 
yires,becaum he knew they would bee wick¬ 
ed and deferue a Iudgcment amongft them. 

Now as God had giircn to thefe perfons 
power to doe thefe great workes, fo it was 

meeic 
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racetc they fiiould bee fitted with mcanes 
capable for the difeharge of their fcuerall 
charges. That /lr<rw4u> therefore might haiie 
power to make the Creatures, hce'indued 
him with the Abilities of Creation and pro- 
duftion. Secondly, tliatr]y?«ji might pre- 
feruc the Creatures, the Lordgaueall things 
into his power, that might tend to the pre- 
, ferhation of thofe ihxirmtw lliould make, 
therefore hec made him Lord of the Suiine, 
and Moone, of^heCloudcs, Showers, and 
Dewes that fall vpon the Earth, Lord’of the 
Hils,and Valleies, difpoferof thcchangcsof 
the ycarcjthc conferrer of Riches, health, and 
honour, and whatfoeuer tended to the well 
being of Man, and the reft of the Creatures. 
Laftly, that Ritdhy might bee a fit Execu¬ 
tioner of Godiluftice, God gauc into bis 
poffcifion whatfoeuer might tend totliedc- 
ftrudion of lining Creatures-, therefore itiw/* 
derji was made the Lord of Death, and ludg- 
ment, and whatfoeuer might tend to the pu- 
nifliment of Man, whether it were Sickneffc, 
I’amiue, Warre, or Pcftilence, or any thing' 
clfc that might bee a plague for finne, 
Accordingalfo totheieuerall Aifignations 
of theft* perfons to their particuler Charges, 
they were allotedadcterminitctime of Ab^ ^ 
ding vpon Earth. Becaufetheworkc of the 
Creation was concluded in the ftcond of 
theit Ages (which was a worke aflign’dto 

tremn') 
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Ry(MV)t\v‘.KiOKBWfMV WaS tobc tnliCfl vp 
to the Almighty in tlicconclufionof tlicfc- 
cond Age. Andbecaiife the other Ages were 
multiplied with people by fomctliat were 
relerued from deftrucfion, therefore 

w.askcpton earth till he had doubled 
miwcs tearme of time, as of whole preferua- 
tion there was longcrnccdc. Andbccaufe the 
world Ihould end in defttudion, thcreifore 
the continuance ofwas tlifcc times 
folong, that when the grcatdayof ludgc- 

mcntaiouldcomc,hccmi«lit deflroy all the 

bodies, and carry the foules with him to the 

Nougln wM^ now,but that they fhould 
cuery one in their feuerall turiies Ihcyv the 
powers conferred vpon them. So Brmw 
confultingwith bimfelfc, how he might lul- 
fill the charge impofed vpon him, grew ex- 
traordinarily affliefed in his body, the 
ftranEcnclfc of which anguidi vexing him in 
encry part,boadcdfome alteration or vnex- 
peded eucntj when loe fiich tiauailc as 
happeneth to women in labour fcazcdlum, 
and a certaine tumour and (welling of ms 
body withall,according to the fudlaine ripe 
nclTc of the burthen within, diflendcd his 
bowels morcand more, and gauc newer ant 
greater extremities to him in this Agony, n 
the burthen (though Brmw fairc exceeded 
theftaturcof common men) made two rup-

Defcciuling therefore on the Mountainc 
j jAcrofurbttet^ he called Urcmm to him, and 
oiitofadarkeand duskic cloude, with cer- 
taine glimpfes of iiis glory, lice magnified 
himfelfc to Br/wtii’,telling him that the caiifc 
vvhyhee brought deftruftion on the former 
Age,wasbccau(etliey did notobferue the In- 
ftruftions contained in the Booke deliuered 
to Brmrmn : fo dcliiicring a booke out of the 
cloud into the hand of 2(w»ati>, commanded 
him to acquaint the people with thofc things 
contained tlicrcin.So hmm made knownc 
theSaiitliionsand Lawes vneo thedifperfed 
Generations. 

Of the contents thereof ifany defirc tobe 
informed, the S 4 »M/« dcliuer that this Booke 
by them called the SrustER, or the 
booke of their written Word, confided 
of thefe three Trails.

To the Brmms which are the Pi iells,thcy 
giuethcfirft and jtcond Commandements, 
as placing the ftiideft parts ot Religion in 
thefc two things.

Next 
in Abftincnce from things forbidden, as in 
the eating of Flelli, or drinking of vVinC'to

ioyncthcMei'chant-men. 

Next, more particularly they apportion 
to sfjHddtryy as moft proper to his profclTion, 
i;l)c third, and fourth Coramandemcnts, 
which two precepts iiiioy nc to Deuotion, and 
binde fromcofenagcintheir dealings, alinne 
too incident to thofethat are conuerfant in 
the ballance and waights, who are fo myfte. 
riousinthat particular as mav wellncedc an 
A£l of Religion to reftraine them from fucli 
fraudulcncy. 

To CuUtry their Rulers or Magiflrates,thcy 
attribute the fift and fixt Commandements, 
as knowing opprelfion to bee a finne mott 
common to the Mighty, and inioyning them. 
to Charity, who arc belt able to telieue the 
necclfiticsof thepoore. 

ToP^)yithehandycrafts man they referre 
the fciicnth and eight Gommandements, 
whohauc needeof forae free times of en¬ 
joyment, yet giuen to lauifhment of their 
gettings, if they were not admonifhedby 
their Lawjas alfo binding them from theft, a 
(inne to which they maybe inuited by oppor¬ 
tunity, as they difeharge’the duties of their 
callings in other mens houfes.

violateth or iniureth the lea d bowe or branch 
of the fame. Itis a Tree of fertill growth, 
whole branches be ipreading, ample,and fpa-- 
cious, from whofeboughesfodifpred, doe 
defeend certaine ftcmmes.that rooting them- 
feliies anew in the earth, propagate an of- 
fpring, and fo dilate it, that it leemeth be¬ 
yond the cuftome of other Trees to be capa¬ 
cious. To this Tree when they repairc, they 
thither bring Olferings, there they receiue 
Vn6lions,and there arc Iprinklings of fcuerall 
coloured powders-,there they [jay their Ado- 
rations,which they number by the clapper of 
a little Bellj there they pray for health,for ri¬ 
ches, for fruitfulnelfc of ilfuc, for fucccITe in 
affaircs,there they often celebrate their Fc- 
lliuals with great concourfe. In which May- 
game of fuperftition to make further inqui¬ 
ry,would be but vaine and fruitlclTc. 

Fourthly, they arc enioyned to certaine 
prayers in their Temples, which may hold 
fome refemblancc with common Seruice, 
were it purged of fupcrllitious Cercmonic; 
the fumme of which deuotion, isthc repeti¬ 
tion of certaine names of God, dilated and 
explained, where alfothcy vfcproceffiotis, 
with finging, and loud tinckling of Bcls, 
which chaunting is of their Commandc. 
mentSjWith offerings to Images,and Rich like 
impertinent feruiccs. 
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Fiftiy, they are enioyncd to Pilgrimages 
CO Riucrs ftrrc remote, as to the Riiier Gm . 
^(s, thereto waflithcir bodies, and to pay 
their offerings, that theconcourfeof people 
repairing thither is great, and the golden of- 
fringsof Trcafurcand Icwels throwne into 
his tilucr wanes, vnualuable; heeis likewife 
ffteemed bleffed and purified from finne, 
that can dye with a pallatc moy lined with 
diatwater. 

Sixtly,another portion of their worfliippc 
they bellow in Inuocation of Saints, to 
whom they attribute the powers of giuing 
lliccelTe to fcuerall affaires, they therefore 
that would bee happy in Marriage, inuoke 
Hummt ; they that are to begin the workes 
of Architeilurc, Gmutz.-^ they that want 
the Souldicr in hisaffault 
in feates of Armes, cryes, limhtm j the mi- 
fcrable inuoke,and they that are in prof- 
perity,giue their Orifons to HyttHtr. 

Seuenthly, their Law biiidcsthcmto giue 
worfliippe to God, vpon fight of any of his 
creatures, firll prefented to the eye after the 
riling Sunne; Efpecially they pay their dcuo- 
tion to the Sunne U Moone, which they call 
the two eyes of God; asalfotofomcbcalls 
which they hold more clcane then others, 
they giue extraordinary kinde vfagc; as to 
Kine,aiidBuffaIaes, to whom they attribute 
lb much innocence and goodnellc by the 

foulcs 
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’foulmJm^i^ into, thcin,_ that they 
befnic^rc the (ioorc:; of their houles with 
their dung, and tliinkc the ground fandilied 
by fuch pollution. . 

In the eighth place, touching their Bapti- 

zinos or naming ol their Childrcn,tlK‘ Cere- 
mony thereof is different in theCaftot the 
rnmnesM other Calls. For thole that are 
of the otlicr Calls,arc cnely watht in watci; 
then lomc of the kindred of the party deli- 
uered,mcnacetluhe point ol a writing puinc 
a<jainft the forehead of the Child, with this 
Ihortpravcr, That God would write good 
things in'the front of thatiChild. All thole 
then that arc prefent faying, Amen to that 
prayer ■ they giue to the Child the name by 
whichheciliall bcccalled, and Ibputtingan 
Vndion of red oyntment in the middell of 
his forehead, asa'iignethat the Inlanthre- 
ceiued into their Church, and raatked loi 
oneofGodschildren, the Ceremony isab 
folued.Butthcnthc Children thatareof rhe 
Caftofthe/l^-iw^m, arcnotonelyw.anied 
with water, but annointed with oyle, with 
certainc wordsofconfecratioii,in this maner: 
oh Lord we frefent vntotke this Chili, mtM 
of A holy Tribe, ompted with ojk, am cleAnjea 

withmter: vnto which adding the foraiei 

Ceremonies, they allpray that he may liue a 
righteous obferucr ofthcLawolthc BM- 

fo cnquirihgomhc cxa6ttime d die 
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Childs birth, they calculate his Natiuity, ga. 
thiringbythcpolitionof the twelue (ignes 
of heaiieii, the chances or mifclianccsthat 
mav happen vnto him; all which theycon- 
cca'kvmdatthedayof the Childs Marriage, 
(which theyaccoumpt one of the happieft 
dayes in his life) publidicth the dangers pad, 
andtheconicdlurallcuils to come in the fe, 
liiuealeof hislife. 

In the ninth place, concerning,their Marri^ 
ages: It is confiderablc,that the time isdiffe- 
rent from the ciiftonre of other Nations, ..for 
they Marry about the feuenth yeere of their 
age,bccaufc they accoumpt Marriage one of 
the mod blelled aftions of mans life j to dye 
without which, they accoumpt it a great vn- 
happinife, which often happeneth by pro- 
tradition and delay of timeyasalfo that the 
Parents might before their death fee their 
Childrendifpofed,which comraeth to pade 
1))' thefe carely coniunflions. Next for their 
j comracl: in Marriage,tlie Parents of the Chil- 
dren, doc prepare the way by priuatc confe¬ 
rence ; the intention and purpofc being made 
knowne,and betwixt them agreed vp()n,tlicn 
rhere arc MefTengersand Prefents lent to the 
Parents of the Maydeii to bee married, with 
the noyie of Trumpet and Drumme, and the 
lingingof fongsinthepraife of the perfedi* 
oils oi the Bride, which may truely giuc her 
the incrite of one worthy to be coucted and 

fnilpht 


fought vnto: which prefents being accepted, 
then there are gifts fent bade to theBride- 
grooine, in token of their acceptance of the 
iiuptiall proffer,with like iingingof Hncoiiii- 
afticks in praiie of the ljridei?ro()aie,(eeting 
him forth to bee fowell compofed, as may 
well deferiie acceptation. So the Brmms 
appointinga day ior the folcmnization oftlie 
Marriage, then there is a ccitainc Show, to 
publifo to the whole Townc this Marriage 
intended. This Show is firfl by the Bridc- 
grooine, who in Nuptiall pompc attended 
with all the mens Children in the Townc, of 
the fame Tribe,fonre on horfebackc, fomc in 
PallankinSjfomc in Coaches,alladorncd with 
Iewels,Scarfes,and Pageantlike habiliments, 
make their Curfnation round about the 
moll publickc ftrects in the Townc, with 
Trumpets and kett Ic Drummcs,aud guilded 
Pageants theBriefegroome is dillinguiflied 
from the reft by a crownc on his head,decked 
with Icwels very rich. And hailing thus pub- 
lifticd himfelfe: The next day lollowcth the 
Bride in like ponipe crowned, attended with 
all the Girlcs of the fame Tribe in ho leffe 
brauery and triumphant accommodation,cx- 
pofed to view of the Speefators. The day 
drawing to his decline, they repaire home to 
accoraplifli the full Rites of Marriage. The 
Ceremony obferued in their Marriage is, 
that they neuer are conioyned together but at 
i: 9 . the 
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I rl)c|'/)ingdownc()f the Sunnc,at which time 
'atii'cisiuailc, and iiiterpofedbetweenethe 
Married couple, to intimate the ardency that 
(lUglit 10 he in their atfedions 5 then there is 
■ a lilken llring that inclofcth both theirbo- 
jdits,towitneife the infolublcbondof wed- 
j kjti<e,iliat in Marriage there ought to bee no 
j delcrtion or f'orfakingonc anotner. After 
tliis bond there is a cloath interpofed betwixt 
them, fliewing that before Marriage they 
ought not to make their nakcdnelTe knownc 
one to another; this cuftome they fay was ta¬ 
ken from the meting d Brmmofi with J4- 
re,vvh() bccaufe they were naked, couered 
their immodeft parts,till the words of Matri¬ 
mony were vttcred. So the ilrawam pro¬ 
nouncing ccrtainc words cnioyningtheman 
to aflbord all things coniicnient to thewo- 
man, and charging the ^oman to loyalty in 
I the marriage vowe, with pronunciation of a 
I hkfling of fruitfull iffue to them both; the 
1 ipeeches concluded, the cloath interpofed, 
tell away; the bond by which they were en¬ 
girt vnlooleii,and after that, full frecdome to 
eomnninicatc thcmfelues to each other. 
Dowry there is none giucii, that the drifts of 
Marriage might not he mercenary, faue the 
lewcls worncoii the Bridallday; and to the 
1 yah none repaire but thofe of the fame 
fiah. 10 conclude, in marriage they haite 

lomcparticularlegalliniundions, by which 
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the Tribes are difterehced i as lirff, that no 
woman may bee admitted to fecond Marri¬ 
age,except in the Tribe of H'S/c,which arc in 
the handycrafts men. .Secondly, that men in 
all Tribes arc admitted to fecond Marriages, 
except in the Brmms, Thirdly, that cuery 
Tribe do marry of fuchas are of his owne 
C«ft : Therefore the Brmms muft marry 
with fuch as are defeended from the Bn. 
mml-, and the CufUrjss, with fuch as arc dc- 
feended from the Cutttrjei', folikewife tlic 
SkddrrytsMt tkwjfa arc not onely enioy- 
ned to match into their owne '1 ribe, hut into 
fuch as be of their owne Trade; as a Barbers 
fonnCjto a Barbers daughter, and fo of others 
to keepe their Tribes and Trades from com- 
mixtion. 

Lartly ,as for their burials, this is their cu- 
Ifome; when any man is defperately licke, 
and part hope of rccoucry,tlfey inioynehim 
to vttcr iV4W/!iw, which is one of the names 
of God, importing Mercy to Sinners, of 
which mercy at chat time he ftandeth molf in 
need. His fpirits languilliing, they ffretch 
out his h3ud,pQuring taire water into it,as the 
oftcring of his life,. praying to Kperttffm 
the God of the water, to prefent him pure to 
God, with this olfering of his hand. His life 
being departed, they wafli his body as a tefti- 
mony of his clcannelTeand purity; this is the 
Ceremony obferued in the vifitation of their 
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fickc.Aftcr this,for theburiall of their dead: 
it is after this manlier. Firft, they beare the 
dead body to a Riiicrs fide appropriate to 
filch purpofe,where (ettingthe Corps downe 
on the ground, the Brmm vttercth thefe 
words j oh mth, i\ai:mmtndvHt(itheethu 
m llrother^whilfl he lined then hadjl an inten^ 
in him j of the earth he M made, hji the bkfji^ 
of (he earth he mfed, and therefore now heeit 
deaf we furrenderimvntothee. After this 
putting combuftible matter to the body, ac- 
cciided and lighted by the hclpe of fweetc 
oyle, and aromaticall odours ftrowed there¬ 
on ; the Bramane faith. Oh Ftre^ whHjlie linedf 
tlm hadjl a claime in himj/j whofe natmSheate 
heJIihfilledyWee retHrnetherefirehiihodf tothet^ 
that thou fhouldfii>urge it. Then the fonneof 
thedeceafedjtakethapotof water, and fet- 
teth it on the ground,vpon which hefettetha 
pot of Milke, when throwing a (tone at the 
lower pot, hebreakethittofheards, which 
rendereth the water to lode, and periihing j 
the veflldlof milke aboue defrauded of his 
fupport, powreth forth his humidity on the 
ground likewife, vpon which the Sonne thus 
nioralizeththeailiion; That as the (lone by 
his violence, caufed the veflcls to yeeld fortii 
their humour; fodidtheaffault of ficknelfe 
mine his Fathers body,and bring it to Ioffe as 
milke or water,that is ijrilt on the ground,iie- 
uer to bee redeemed, The body then being 
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incinerated or burnt to aflies, thcydifpcrfe 
the allies abroad into the Ay re, the Bramane 
vttering thefe words; Oh Jjre, whiljl hee lined 
hj thee he breathed, and m hailing breathed Im 
laf, wejeeld him to thee. The iiflics lalliiig on 
the water,the Bramane faith: Oh water, whiljl 
he lined thy mtyjlure didfuflaine him, and now 
huhodyoidijjerjed, take thy fart in him; So 
giue they cuery Element his owne,for as they 
affirme man to hauc his life continued by the 
fourc Elements, fo they fay he ought to bee 
diftributed amongft them at his death. After 
this funeral! folcranity, the Bramane [wokv 
teth to thefonne orticercft kindred of the 
dcceafcd, a Regiftcr of thcdceeafcs of his 
Anceftors, asalfoicadeth tohim the law of 
Mourners. That for tenne dayes he muff cate 
no Beetle,nor oyk his head,nor put on cleanc 
cloathes, but once cuery month throughout 
the whole yccrc, on the day of the month in 
which his Father dcccafcdjmuil make a fcaft, 
and pay a vilitation to that Riucr that dtunke 
vj) his Fathers aflies. Since thefe lawesand 
iniun^lions,. there hath Ipiiuig vp a Cuftome 
amongft them, that the women that furuiuc 
their husbands, ftiould offer themfedues vp a- 
line tobefiicrihctd in the fianies with them, 
which to this day isobfetuedin fomc places, 
k for feme perfons ofgrcatcr worth, tliougli 
the examples be mote rare now, then in for¬ 
mer times, of which cullome Vrofertm thus 
' fjieiiki ih.

But though Preprtm maketh this to bee a 
wirnefTc or their eoniugall chaftity 5 
Stribo maketh the ground thereof to bee the 
lodiin womens diiloyalty to their husbands5 
who in former times byfecret meancs, vn* 
timely poyfoned them, to enioy their Para¬ 
mours : The Riiihs therefore to reftrainc this 
pra6li(e,did procure the Brmms, to make 
it an aft of Religion to interdid fecond Mar¬ 
riages to the women, and that afterthede- 
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ceafeof the husbandi the woman lliould no 
longer furuiiie, that fo they might becoiie 
morecarefullof their prcferiiation. Tliecha- 
fter loi r, to gainc an honour out ol the infa¬ 
my call vpon their Seite, did by voluntary 
fuhcranccrcmooueall fufpition of liich ma¬ 
chination of euill, fincetlicy werefo ready to 
cope with the terror of death,toconfirmc 
their loue; The Ceremony whereof is this; 
When their husbandsdye, they array them- 
fclucs in their bed ornaments and Icwels,and 
accompany the body to the funcrall pic, fin- 
ging all the way cncomiafticke Songs, in 
praife of their deceafed husbands, expreffing 
a dcfireto be with thcm:the body then being 
layd in the Graue, the woman with a cheare- 
fullcountenanceimpartethher Jewels toiler 
dcareft friends, leapeth in to the Corps, 
whofe head (bee hyeth in her lappej the mu- 
ficke founding aloud, the pile is kindled by 
the fire,and fet on a flame, whilft (lie maketh 
herfelfe a Martyr toapprooue her loue. 

Thefe obferuanccs, partly inioyned by 
their law, and by thcmlelues inftanced in 
their prefentpraftife, may hauebeenefufli- 
cient togiuc you information, whatmight be 
the fubllancc of the fecond Traft of the 
booke deliueredtoitwwan’: what the third 
Traft imported, and how it is confirmed by 
their prclcnt Manners and Cuftomes, wee 
fliall glance at, in the following Chapters.

The common Srmm hath eighty two 
Cads or Tribes, alRmiing tothemfeluesthe 
names of that Tribe j which were fo many 
wife men orSchollers famed fortheir lear¬ 
ning amongft them,called or South- 

faycrs,ofruchaplaceof dwelling. Thus the 
prime of them was 

that is,the Augur of yifdtugn^ the 2 Vdm. 
^rmupr, that is,thc Augur of Fulm^ra, a 
towne fo called; and fo of the reft according 
to thefe 82 Caftstobediftingniflied, being 
Brmms of the difeipline of fiich an 

Thefe Brmms as they difeharge their.Mi- 
nifteriall{un6fion,in praying with the people, 
or reading their Law, hauc fomc peculiar in- 
iundions: Aslitft, that they (hould ftraine 
their bodies into certaine mimicall geftures, 
fo as may moft face the people to gaze ypon 
them and liften to themj that they pray with 
both their hands open to hcauen, as ready to 
receiuethc things they pray forj that they 
pray with demilhuc eyelids, and fitting with 
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their knees defleclcd ynder them, to flicw 
their feare and reucrencc. Next that they 
muft neuer icadccftlic bookedeliiiercdto 
it muft be by a kindc of linging, 
and qua tiering of thevoyce, whichtheylay 
wasnotonclypraailcdby Bmm, when it 
was publiflietl j but was alfo inioyned by 
God, that they might make his Law as the 
matter of their leioyciDg.. 

IhcBnwmsasc likewife the Seminaries 
of difeipline amon'gfl the younger fort of 
that Caft,whofc ordeisboth in their initiati¬ 
on and entrance into that manner of learning 
is obletuable; as alfo noleftc in their confir¬ 
mation, and ordination to the Prieflliood; 
for lirft, about the feucnth y cere of their age 

they are recciued to difeipline, being clear.e 
waftied, to intimate the purity of that Caft; 
then they are receiued naked, to fliew that 
they hauc llript offall other cares, to apply 
thcmfeluesto lludy; tlien their heads arc flia- 
uen, a long locke.being onely left on the hin¬ 
der part of the head, loflicwthat they muft 
not forfake their ftiidy, if they doe, by that 
lockc they fliall be drawiie backe agaiiie.'l hey 
arc bound toa PplM^ens» (ilence and attenti¬ 
on, & prohibited haulkmgjfpitting or cougli- 
ing; wearing about their loyiio: a girdle of 
anMilops skinne, and another thong of the 
fame about their neckcjdefccnding vnder the 
Icftarme. About the fourctetnth yeete of 
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theiragc (it they be capable) they arc admit, 
tetl to be Brmms, exchanging chofe leather 
thongs, forfourefealingthreds, that come 
owr the right flronkler, and vnder thcriglit 
aime, which they tleepcwithall, and neucr 
put oh', but weare them in honour of God, 
andthetltrcc pertons, Brmaw, ry//«;,and 
Rudhy;A\\i\ as the badge of their profctfion; 
ill which ordination they are enioyned: Fitft, 
not to alter their Call or Tribe. Next to ob- 
kmc all things enioyned in the Brmms 
Law. Lallly, not to communicate the my fte. 

' l ies of their Lawes to any of adiffercntlle. 

I hsiomThefe bee the moft of thcprincipall 
I things oblerued by thcle Brmms. 

Now for the more fpeciall Brmm^ by 
them called the Vertea^ he is fome man of the 
Caft of the ShuUtrjeu or Merchantmen, 

I who'for deuotion taketh this condition on 
jhim; lice is one that for his habit weareth a 
woollen garment of white, defeendedtothe 
' middle of his thigh, leauing the lower parts 
I naked •, his head is alwayes vneouered, as a' 
I witnefleof his pcrpetuallrcuerenceof God 
ahoiic; they doe not fliaue,but pluckeoff all 
v ic hayre on their heads, faue fome fraall re¬ 
mainder on the crowne-the like they dofroni 
their chinncali'o.

Chap. XI.

laic ill their feuerall Tribes or Cafts. After 
which according to the preferiptions there¬ 
in, the Rulers did keepe the people in the 
order of Gouernment: The Prieflsoriw- _ 
mms did giueaduife in matters of Religion,: ‘ 
The Merchants did follow Traflique and 
Merchandizing: AndtheHandycraftsmen 
did follow their feuerall profclTions, feruing 
the needs of all men that had vfe of them 5 all 
things hailing a good beginning in this fecond 
Age, Religion was embraced, Prayers were 
made to God ,and the three perfons, 
r/y?»ey,aiid/!»i/<lfr)jthcbankesof the Riuers 
were frequented, and daily wafbingswetc 
notiiegledcd. 

Rut after the people were multiplyed, the 
fuccetding Generations were not of thepri- 
miriiic integrity, but the lower the times 
grewe,tlic worfe they were at flic bottome* 
The Bmiam grew liypoci iticall and lip-la- 
boi ioiis;thc Cuttcqts^ or Rulers rwclled with 
pride and ambition,etyed out for larger Tcr^ 
ritories, meditating vniuft ampliations of 
Gouernment.

About nine hundred ninety fix yeerese- 
lai^(ed,oric TcfJf^erd^mi natiuc King of Ptr.

by that name; this City of Yefd was a goodly 
City inthofetiiiiesj (asthofe vfe to be where 
Kings keepe their Courts) fpacious for cir¬ 
cuit,fumptuous for buildings, and populous 
for inhabitants, where this people liued in 
flouri(liingproipe*rity. 

What time the ArthUn Captainwof the 
Sed of made inuafion into his 

Countrey, about the nineteenth yecre of his 
Reigne, who hauing before becne newly af- 
faultcd by a great multitude of Twhi, that 
came from tur^iie^tn^ lit was fotceci to flyc* 
to where hee dyed fodainly in tne 
twentieth yecre of his leigne, being the fiue 
and fortith King that defeended from the race 
of Giiimam^ and the laft in whom the anci¬ 
ent Monarchic concluded.

Next he made Hell, in the lower partsof 
the world, from which he banifliod all light 
and comfort jthat as heauen mightbcaplace 
ofhappineffe, to thofc that arc good and 
picafe the Almighty,fo this might be a place 
of horrourand puniiliment, tofuchasolRtfld 
his Maiedyj wheicin asin heauen,foGod bad 
made fcuerall manfions that exceeded each 
other indolour,which wereproportioned ac¬ 
cording to the degrees of offenders • about 
which time t«f//ir,thechicfe of Angels,with 
other of his Order, confpiring againftGod, 
togaine theSoueraignety and commandoucr 
all, God threw him from the Orbe of his 
happinclfe, together with his confederates 
and accompliccs,dambd him to hel the place 
that was made for offenders, and turned 
them from their glorious fhapes, into fliapcs 
blackc,vgly,and deformed; till the times of 
the world ftiould be confuramate,whcn alof-. 
fenders in generall fliould recciue their fen- 
tenceof punilhment and condemnation. So 
God hauing accompliflied this fecond la¬ 
bour, deli (led from the worke of the creation 
fiuedayes more. 

After this,the Almighty begunne the third 
labour of the creation, which was to make

the Earth, which together with the Waters 
called Seas, make this lower world like a 

GlobeorBall,foagrceing together, that the 

Seas humidity maketh the Earth ftuitfull, 
and the Earthsfoliditic,boundeth the waters 
in their due confine; which worke thus fihi- 
IlicdjGod fufpended the worke of the Crea¬ 
tion for fine dayes more and refted. 

The fourth labour was to make the Trees, 
[plants,and Hcatbes, that fo the earth might 
bring forth fruites plcafant to the eye, and 
taftc, and for the comfort of the Creatures 
liuing in the carth;this alfo done, God refted 
and gaue the former tefpitc to his labours. 

The fift worke was to make Creatures fit 
to abide in the places forementioned, as 
Beafts of all forts, to forrage in the giecne 
pafturcs; Fowlcs to clcauc the Ayrc with 
their nimble Pcncions; Fifties to fwimme 
in thevpknowne depths of the watery Ocean. 
The world thus rcplenifticd with creatures, 
God refumed his wonted reft andintermiffi- 


n from this labour. , 

And lattly vndertooke his lixt labour,whicn 
^as the forming of Man and Woman, to 

thomthereftof the Creatures were made 
liniftratoryandferuilc, wliofe name their 
lecords deliucr to be EMomo 

leingthefirfttwoby whom the mulutudcs 
.f nUindcftiould be propagated: as 

heyaffirme,didcaufeEw^tobringfortti 
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tvrotwinncs every day: forathoufand yeeres 
together, death did diminilh none of the 
luimbersof mankitideby mortality. 

MlMifcr thus depofed with the reft of 
his Order j grew malignant both to God and 
nan 5 and as God did good, fo he laboured to 
doeeiiill, and toperturbehisadlions, and 
tempt men to finiie and widedndfT^, labou¬ 
ring to make man odious to his Maker, as al- 
fo making himfclfe an enemy to all good- 
iicITc, which God yet did not fully rcuenge, 
as knowing nothing but cuill to bee in him 
and his confederates. 

But the better to preuent his mifchicfcjfet 
ccrtainc ftipcruifors -ouer his creatures to 
prcfeiuc them in that (late, wherein they 
were at Srft created* Thus to oneHtuii 
was committed the charge of the heauens jto 
y^fytfkheouerfightof the Angels, that they 
rclapfed not as Lucifer had done j to le^r the 
oucrfiglitof the Sunne,Moone,andStarrc85 
to the care of the Earth; to lefdtk 
command of the Waters; 5«wW«Hadthe 
charge of the hearts of the field; DaIcc of the 
I'ilhof the Sea; ^ort»of the trees; Cw^of 
Man and Woman; and ^«w»and4A<^to 
whom God had giuen ftrength and power, 
were made the guardians of Lucifer^ and the I 
cuill fpirits,to mafterand conjure them ffoiu 
mifehiefe to Gods creatures, who yet not- 
withftanding the watch of Sertun and^^ 
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didmud^ci^^ in the world by iiiggc* 
(lionand temptation to wickodiu p; wlncli 
made God offcnded'witli mankindc tor their 
wickednefTc.

the Mww vndcrwhofe gouernment they 
arc, they cfpecially abftaine from eating of 
Kincand Hogs-fleih, meatesfrdhibiti:^by! 
the Lawes of the two former. It is obferuc- 
ablealfo amongft them,that they cate alone, 
as a mcanes for greater purity and cleannelTe, 
for they fuppolc they participate of anothcrs

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vnclcanncfte by eating with him; they liLc- 
wilc drinke cuery one in 1‘cuerall ciippcs, pro¬ 
per and peculiar to theire Gwncvfes, forilic 
fame caufe, and if any chance to drinke in an¬ 
other inanscuppe, they wafliit three times, 
land abftaine from the vfe thereof for a cer¬

Secondly,for their Feftiualls imoynedby 

their Lawes, they obferue fixeinthcycarc,

Wunminde that they take hcedo^ 

Jill, that may bring them thither. Thcthi

May, in memory that the Lord made the 

The fourth Mmrurny 
kcMvpoti the fotcaithofihcit MoiitliwJ,

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man is liillaiiicd & nourifiicd. Tlic fift is Hu- 
vpon the Month Sj>i»dmd^ 
which is our OBekr^ beginning on the thir- 
tyetli ilay, in remembrance that God made 
the Bealls, (illi,and foulejCreatures ordained 
forthefuilenanccofMan. The fixt iscallcd 
falling in the elcauenth of their 
Month Arkk^'i^\{[c\mUecmhtr^{Qi ioy that 
then the Lord made Man and Woman, from 
whence all mankind had their Original). 

In the third place, touching their fads. 
After cueryone of their feads, they obferue 
a line dayes Abftincncc, eating but one meale 
a day, in memory that the Lord after cuery 
oncofthefe labours, reded Hue dayes, and 
whenfoeuer they cate ofatly foulcorflefb, 
they cary fomc partofitto the£^^<jr«or 
Temple, as an offering toappeafe God, that 
forthcSudenanccofman they arc forced to 
takeaway the life of his Creatures, andthefe 
arc the rites mod notable touching their 
meatesanddrinkes. 

Now in the fecond place for their wor- 
diippe of (lcr,becaufethis is an Idolatry mod 
notably didinguiflting their wordiipp from 
the wordiipp of other Seids. Fird for the 
ground of this their worfhip of fier,it is fetch¬ 
ed from their Lawgiuer Zertipfi, whoastbey 
affirme,being rapt vp to hcauen, had Her deli- 
ucred vntohimfrom God,& brought it thence 
together with the Booke of their Law, as

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the wordiip by them to bee embraced, and 
by their law cnioyned: raorcouer they affirnic 
that being in the forcmcntioiied rap¬ 
ture in the place of Glory, did not fee God, 
but heard him fpeaking to him out of the fire, ^ 
and when the fire wa$dflliuered,rcceiued it as 
the vertueofGbd, and his fird borne of ex- 
cellencie/nd for thefe caufes to bee worl hip- 
cdandrcuerenced. _ • 

Next for the nature or quahticonliis fire. 

The fird fire thus worlhippcd and idolized, 
was that brought from heauen with 
him which was a liuing fire,that: nothingcould 

extin-^uitlijbatwhcthcrthishauccertamlybin 

prefcruedinthefuccelllonoftime,to be com¬ 
municable to all, is vnknownc, vpon drfea 
hereof, they are licenced to compofe ahn 

of diuers mixtures, tobce kept liuing from 

timeto time,to which they jeto perform.' 
their inioyned wordiip ? fuch is that which r 

idolized in//»M where this Sea remained. 

in a place called Wry, that hath not been. 

Jiguidicd fotthefpaceoftwo hundn-u 
;,ll,as.l.eyalS™c.Fir«tk»fc «■ 
confideth ofthatfire, that is made by the 
fiiarkes flying from the flint, by the fimting 

Ifa deele. Secondly of that fire that is mad. 
lythenibbing oftwo pecccs olwoodtog.'- 
ther,acudome much vfed 

bensofruder manners,by which they kint k 
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Tliir(lly,ofruch fire as is occafioiied by light- 
nino falling on fomc tree or thing acccndible. 
Fourthly offuch fire as is called wildfire, 
which Hying from place to place and lighting 
on matter combuftible, confumeth it. Fiftly 
of artificial! fitr, made by Cob or wood, 
moll ordinaric in vfe. Sixtly ofthe fire where- 
with the vfetoburne the bodies of 
their dead. Scauenthly of the fire that is made 
by burning Glafles and the Beames of the 
Sunncjofall thefc Ingredicnccs they compofe 
their idolatrous fire, whichthey call their 
AntMtrm or Religious fire. 

Laflly for their Ccremonie or rite bellow¬ 
ed about this fire fo varioufly compofed, and 
by their Dipore or high prieft fo tended, that 
it may not extinguilh: whcnfocuer the Perfees 
alTcmble themfclues together to this wor- 
(liipp, the D/pore or in his ahfence the Her- 
hod, together withthe Affcmblyjcncoinpalfe 
the lire about, and (landing about eleauen or 
twelucfootc dillant therefrom j (for they 
hold it fo holy that they fcarc to approach too 
iicare)the Dipore or Herhcd vttercth this 
fpeccht That tbraimuch as fire was deliucrcd 
to Zertooji their Lawgiuer from God Al¬ 
mighty, who pronounced it to bee his VC rtuc 
and his excelleiicie, and that there was a lawe 
deliuered for the worfliippe of this fire, con- 
firmed by fo many Miracles, that there¬ 
fore they (hould hold it holy., rcuerenceand 

worfliippe. 
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worfliippo it 2s a Part 

of the fame fubftance, and that they 
(hould louc all things, that refemble It, or 
were like vntoit, as the Sunne and Moonc 

which proceeded frotnit,andarcGodstwo 

witnefles againft them,ifthey lliould ncglea 
that Religionand worfliippe focnioyned: as 

alfoto prayto God that hce 
them, ifin the ordinary vfes of this Element, 
foferuiccabletomans neede, they fliould ci¬ 
ther (pill water, which might in fome manner 

quench it, or fpittinit vnawarcs,orputfuch

bout the fcauenth ycare of the Childs Age, 
when the fame is more capable ofhis cntraace 
into their Church, hee is led thither by his 
Parents,to hauc a further confirmation,where 
hcc is taught by the Church man to fay fome 
Prayers, and to be inftructedin Religion: 
wlici cin when hcc is prompt, hec vttercth his 
prayers ouerthc fire, hauing a Cloath faft- 
ned about hishcad,& ouerhis mouth & noft- 
rills, according to their generall cuftomein 
that worftiippc, lead the breath ylTuingout 
ofthcirfinfull Bodies, lliould taint that holy 
fire. Then after Prayers bee concluded, the 
Dm giucth him water to drink, and a Pome¬ 
granate leafe to chewe in his mouth,to cleanfc 
him from inward vncleancflcj fowafhinghis 
body in a Tanck with cleane water,and putting 
onhimalinncn Caffock which hee weareth 
next his Ikinne, called ShuUtn^ which
